COLONIALIST GIVES UP 


WHILE THE a ttention of the French ha s 
been directed la rgely to the Suez crisis a n 
importa nt defection on the entire Ara b is­ 
sue took pla ce a t home. 


It ca me in a speech by Ma rsha l Alphonse 
J uin, French a rmy hero who a s postwa r 
chief of sta ff ordered the ruthless repres­ 
sion of the first big Algeria n rebellion in 
19 45. He ha s been a consta nt a dvoca te of 
strong methods a ga inst the Ara b rebels in 
F ra nce’s North Africa n colonies. 


But to the stunned surprise of French­ 
men a t Vichy, J uin sa id. ‘I believe the so­ 
lution lies in a federa tive sta tus tha t would 
lea ve Algeria la rgely free of centra l con­ 
trol a nd would include a ma na ging gov­ 
ernment a da pted to the country’s own per­ 
sona lity.” Fra nce should “ only intervene 
in ma tters rela ting to the genera l economy, 
foreign rela tions a nd interna l security.** 


Coming from the most violent critic of 
a ny suggestion of a sepa ra te sta tus for Al­ 
geria , this a ma zed the French. 
But the 
French government immedia tely took steps 
to do something a bout dra fting a “ federa ­ 
tive sta tus” for Algeria . J uin’s s w i t c h 
seemed to spa rk a rea liza tion tha t the old 
hopes a re doomed to fa ilure.

Hospital Bills Hig h

SO you think hospita l bills a re 
too high? Most pa tients com ­ 
pla in a bout hospita l costs, you 
know. 
Well, a s the politicia ns sa y, 
“ Let’s look a t the record." Per­ 
ha ps It will help you to under­ 
sta nd things a little better. 
Increa sed Costs 
Hospita l costs ha ve Increa sed 
dra stica lly during the la st deca de, 
there s no doubt a bout tha t. Ten 
yea rs a go, the a vera ge cost per 
pa tient per da y in a short-term 
sta y a t a genera l hospita l In the 
United Sta tes wa s $9 .39 . By 19 54, 
a ccording to the la test a va ila ble 
sta tistics, It wa s $21.76. 
This Is a n Increa se of 132 per 
cent. The Consumer Price Index 
J umped only 37 6 per cent during 
the sa me period. While the con­ 
sumer index ha s risen only 0,5 
per cent per yea r since 19 51, the 
da ily cost per pa tient ha s J umped 
7 per cent per yea r. 
Prima ry Fa ctor 
Ra y E. Brown, superintendent 
of the University of Chica go Clin-! 
lcs a nd president of the America n1 
Hospita l Associa tion, sa ys-th a t 
la bor costs a re a prima ry fa ctor 
In this cost boost. Nea rly two- 
thirds of the more tha n $5,000, 
000,000 spent by America n hospi­ 
ta ls in 19 54 wa s for pa yrolls. 
The only wa y hospita ls ca n cut 
la bor costs is to ha ve less skilled 
personnel ta ke over the work of 
skilled personnel. A few hospita ls 


a re a lrea dy being criticized for 
sta rting in this direction. 
In industry, sa la ry increa se* 
a re a bsorbed somewha t by In­ 
crea ses in la bor productivity. 
This productivity Increa se is not 
possible in hospita ls. 
Another fa ctor in boosting hos­ 
pita l la bor costs, Superintendent 
Brown points out, Is tha t there is 
fa r more competition for fema le 
help from Industry a nd la bor 
tha n before World Wra r XI. 
Overhea d Continuos 
Remember, too, tha t overhea d 
continues on empty beds. And 
believe It or not, the a vera ge oc­ 
cupa ncy of hospita l beds ha s 
dropped during the la st nine 
yea rs from 72 to 71 per cent. 
B eca use of shorter w orking 
hours a nd new services a nd pro­ 
cedures required in dia gnosis a nd 
trea tment, hospita ls need more 
employes these da ys. Ba ck in 
19 46 hospita ls required I 48 em­ 
ployes per pa tient per da y. By 
19 54 they needed 1.9 8 employes. 
Your hospita l bills a re high, but 
hospita l costs a re higher, too. 
However, you get more a nd better 
ca re toda y tha n ever before.
